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Teen found after 16-hour search 




Madalyrm Daigle got her idea

More than 60 police 
officers, firemen and 
volunteers searched the 
rugged terrain off Tim¬ 
berline Road for about 
16 hours last Wednes¬ 
day night and Thursday 
morning for a missing 
Gallatin County seventh 
grader. She was eventu¬ 
ally found and returned 
safely to her family. 

Madalynn Daigle, 13, 
was dropped off near her 
Timberline Rd. home 
on Wednesday after¬ 
noon, May 20, at about 

4 p.m. by a school bus. 
She never arrived home, 
however, and her mother 
alerted authorities. 

A large search team 
was assembled including 
specially trained dogs 
and four-wheel drive, 
all-terrain vehicles. 

“We didn’t know what 
had happened but were 
determined to find that 
little girl,” said Sheriff 
Josh Neale, who helped 
coordinate the search 
effort. “We all prayed 
she was all right. You 
never know these days 
with the terrible stories 
you hear about abducted 
youngsters.” 

The search team got 
a break in the case the 
next morning when a 
friend of Madalynn told 
officers the teen had 
been asking her class¬ 
mates to run away with 
her like children in a 
popular book called The 
Maze Runner. 

“It’s a very popular 
book for young teens 
and was released last 
year as a movie,” said

Travis Huber who aided 
in the search. “It’s simi¬ 
lar to The Hunger Games 
where young teens are 
placed in a primitive en¬ 
vironment and forced to 
survive on their own.” 

After the tip, Daigle’s 
school locker was 
searched and pages of 
detailed hand-written 
instructions on how to 
survive in the wild were 
found. 

“After looking over 
her papers we realized 
this young girl was high¬ 
ly intelligent and had 
spent many hours work¬ 
ing on her plan,” said 
Neale. “Her handwriting 
was impeccable and it 
was amazing to look at 
her intricate lists, draw¬ 
ings and sketches. Then, 
we were pretty sure she 
was still in the area. We 
were still worried about 
finding her safe because 
that area of the county 
is so rough and because 
there are animals out 
there like coyotes that 
could harm her.” 

About 9 a.m. Wednes¬ 
day morning, constable 


Jackie Caldwell and 
Blake Skirvin were 
driving up U. S. 42 on 
Caldwell’s all-terrain 
vehicle when they spot¬ 
ted Daigle coming out 
of the woods less than a 
half mile from her home. 
She seemed relieved to 
be found and willingly 
went along with the men. 

“We took her to the 
hospital to check her out 
because she had some 
cuts and scrapes but she 
was fine,” said Neale. 
“Needless to say, her 
family was grateful to 
get her back. That’s the 
end we were all hoping 
for.” 

“Maddie is your aver¬ 
age seventh grader,” said 
middle school assistant 
principal Patrick Currin. 
“She works hard, makes 
good grades and never 
gets into trouble. Our 
staff and students were 
relieved to hear she was 
safe and sound. We en¬ 
courage all our students 
to seek safe solutions 
to any problems they 
may be experiencing at 
school or at home.” 


Five face meth charges

Bevin wins by 83 votes but 
Comer calls for recanvass 


Gallatin County votes 
and votes from across 
the state in two of last 
week’s primary races 
will be recanvassed this 
Thursday, May 28. 

In the Republican 
Primary for governor, 
tea party candidate Matt 
Bevin was declared the 
winner over challenger 
James Comer but his 
margin of victory was 
only 83 votes. A total of 
214,000 votes were cast 
in the election. 

Because of the close 
outcome, Comer has 
asked for a recanvass of 
all counties in the Prima¬ 


ry. In a recanvass local 
election boards double¬ 
check voting machine 
totals in each county. 
The recanvass in Galla¬ 
tin County will begin 
in County Clerk Tracy 
Miles’ office, Thursday 
at 9 a.m. A recanvass 
differs from a recount 
where each voting ma¬ 
chine is opened and the 
votes are recounted. 

Bevin beat Comer in 
Gallatin County 111 to 
43. 

If Bevin’s victory is 
confirmed, he’ll run for 
governor against Dem¬ 
ocrat Jack Conway in 
November. Conway is 
currently the Kentucky’s 


attorney general. (See 
A1 Cross’ analysis of the 
governor’s race on page 
2 ). 

There will also be a 
recanvass in the race for 
commissioner of agri¬ 
culture in the Kentucky 
Republican primary. 

Ryan Quarles appar¬ 
ently won the race over 
Richard Heath but only 
by 1,400 votes. Heath 
has asked for a recanvass 
that will also be done on 
Thursday. 

If the outcome isn’t 
changed, Quarles will 
face Democrat Jean-Ma¬ 
rie Lawson Spann in the 
fall. Spann had no oppo¬ 
sition in the primary.

Kentucky Commentary 


Bevin and Conway offer different visions for state 


Barring a recanvass that re¬ 
verses his 83-vote victory mar¬ 
gin, Matt Bevin will be the Re¬ 
publican nominee for governor. 

That sentence would startle 
a politically aware Kentuckian 
who just got back from a month 
off the grid. 

Bevin, a Tea Party favorite, 
was supposed to be the “show” 
horse in the race with Agriculture 
Commissioner James Comer and 
former Louisville councilman 
Hal Heiner. But when those two 
got into a wrangle that a Bevin ad 
depicted as a food fight, it gave 
him room to cut through the mid¬ 
dle and hit the wire first. 

Many observers, including 
this one, thought Bevin’s vot¬ 
ers would be harder to get to the 
polls and that the Louisville busi¬ 
nessman lacked the organization 
to match the turnout operations of 
Comer and Heiner in a sparsely 
voted primary. 

Nevertheless, Bevin was the 
most effective candidate on the 
stump and TV, and was an appeal¬ 
ing alternative to voters turned 
off by a college girlfriend’s abuse 
charges against Comer and the 
Heiner campaign’s possible asso¬ 
ciation with those charges. 

And Bevin did have a turnout 
operation, based on the passion¬ 
ate following he developed from 
his first campaign. 

A year ago, Bevin lost the 
U.S. Senate primary to longtime 
incumbent Mitch McConnell by 
25 percentage points and later 
refused to specifically endorse 
the senator, the man who is most 
responsible for the Kentucky Re¬ 
publican Party’s gains during the 
past 30 years. 

Now Bevin is the party’s nom¬ 
inee against Attorney General 
Jack Conway, who was virtually 
unopposed for the Democratic 
nomination. That means Bevin is 
about to become part of the party 


apparatus that McConnell controls. 
That will be interesting as the party 
tries to elect only its second gover¬ 
nor in 11 tries. 

The peacemaker is likely to be 
Sen. Rand Paul, a Tea Party type 
who beat McConnell protege Trey 
Grayson in the 2010 Senate prima¬ 
ry, then used McConnell’s advice to 
beat Conway. 

Paul endorsed McConnell over 
Bevin last year, and didn’t play a 
role in the latest primary, but was 
quick to congratulate Bevin Tues¬ 
day night—in a tweet he deleted af¬ 
ter Comer put the race back in doubt 
with huge margins in his home re¬ 
gion of Southern Kentucky. 

One wonders how much of Mc¬ 
Connell’s advice Bevin will take, 
given McConnell’s bare-knuckle 
tactics in their primary, which clear¬ 
ly irritated Bevin. 

But he can use all the advice he 
can get from McConnell, because 
Democrats will try to paint Bevin 
as a Tea Party ideologue who would 
jerk the state sharply to the right. 

Conway has a good record as 
attorney general but hasn’t stirred 
much excitement among Demo¬ 
crats. He may stir interest by scar¬ 
ing people about Bevin, in much the 
same way one of his mentors, Paul 


Patton, successfully depicted 1995 
GOP nominee Larry Forgy as an 
instrument of national Republicans 
set on rolling back New Deal pro¬ 
grams that had helped the state. 

Democrats did that with help of 
money outside the system of cam¬ 
paign spending limits and public 
financing, which Republicans later 
forced them to repeal. 

We are now a long way from 
that system, with unlimited, anony¬ 
mous contributions to supposedly 
independent political action com¬ 
mittees. 

Even if Bevin can’t attract sup¬ 
port from “super PACs,” he prob¬ 
ably can continue to use his own 
fortune. Conway also has personal 
wealth, but not as much as Bevin. 
Independent candidate Drew Curtis 
has some money and could make 
things even more interesting. 

Some Democrats hoped Bevin 
would win the primary, thinking he 
would be the easiest candidate for 
Conway to beat. They also thought 
that about Rand Paul, however. This 
will be a fully contested race, one 
that could put the state on a much 
different course. Much is at stake.

Put your sunscreen on!! 


After our long and 
cold winter, the summer 
sun brings a welcomed 
change to most, but it 
holds dangers also. A 
SMART approach to 
this summer’s fun in the 
sun is encouraged. 

SLATHER on the 
sunscreen every day. 
Whether going to work 
or out to play, slather 
on the sunscreen each 
and every day. Derma¬ 
tologists recommend 
sunscreen with an SPF 
(Sun Protection Factor) 
of 30 or higher, have 
both UVA (ultraviolet 

A) and UVB (ultraviolet 

B) protection, and is wa¬ 
ter resistant for 40 to 80 
minutes. 

MODEL healthy be¬ 
haviors for your chil¬ 
dren. Children learn by 
watching, so putting sun¬ 
screen on yourself every 
day provides a positive 
role model for the chil¬ 
dren around you. Make 
it a part of getting ready 
each day and they’ll car¬ 
ry this healthy behavior 
throughout life. The ef¬ 
fects of the sun are cu¬ 
mulative and this healthy 
behavior may reduce the 


risk of skin cancer later 
in life. Increasing inter¬ 
mittent sun exposure in 
childhood and during 
one’s lifetime is associ¬ 
ated with an increased 
risk of squamous cell 
cancer, basal cell cancer, 
and melanoma. 

AWARENESS of 
one’s risk factors for skin 
cancer goes beyond sun 
exposure. People with 
light skin, hair color or 
eye color, freckles, a 
history of sunburn, a per¬ 
sonal or family of skin 
cancer, the use of tanning 
beds, or certain types and 
a large number of moles 
are high risk. The major 
risk factor is exposure to 
ultraviolet light. 

REAPPLY sunscreen 
every 30 to 60 minutes. 
Read the label of the 
brand of sunscreen you 
are using. It should have 
a water resistant rating. 
Reapply sunscreen just 
before the time limit ex¬ 
pires and during water 
play or heavy sweating. 

Tools for sun safety 
includes sunglasses, 
wide brim hats, using 
shade and limiting the 
time in the sun. Sun¬ 


glasses with UV protec¬ 
tion are important for all 
ages. Studies have shown 
one cause of cataracts is 
prolonged exposure to 
sunlight. Look for sun¬ 
glasses that block close 
to 100% UVA and UVB 
rays. A hat with a four- 
inch brim provides pro¬ 
tection to the face, ears, 
scalp and neck from the 
sun’s UV rays. If a base¬ 
ball cap is worn, sun¬ 
screen should be applied 
to the ears and neck. 

Cover up with a shirt, 
beach cover-up, or pants. 
A typical shirt has a SPF 
rating lower that the rec¬ 
ommended SPF, so it 
is wise to double up on 
protection by using sun¬ 
screen as well. 

The sun’s UV rays are 
strongest and do the most 
damage during midday 
so outdoor activities 
should be avoided at this 
time. 

If this is not possible, 
then finding the shade of 
a tree, beach umbrella, 
or tent is a practical way 
to protect the skin. 

Don’t forget to drink 
plenty of water to stay 
hydrated. 

The most important 
thing to remember this 
summer is to be SMART, 
be safe, keep calm and 
have fun!

Of the 120 homes 
visited, 64 new smoke 
alarms and 10 new bat¬ 
teries were installed free 
of charge. Volunteers 
helped 37 households 
make fire escape and tor¬ 
nado safety plans. A total 
of 91 people were served 
with lifesaving informa¬ 
tion and equipment. 

Seven times a day 
someone in this country 
dies in a fire. The Red 
Cross campaign focuses 
on joining fire depart¬ 
ments and community 
groups nationwide to 
install smoke alarms in 
communities with high 
numbers of fires and en¬ 
couraging everyone to 
practice their fire escape 
plans.

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Keep safety in mind 
this boating season 


Memorial Day week¬ 
end serves as the unoffi¬ 
cial start to summer and 
draws boaters to Ken¬ 
tucky’s lakes and rivers 
in droves. 

“There’s nothing bet¬ 
ter than a weekend or a 
day on the water,” said 
Zac Campbell, boating 
education coordinator 
for the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “Kentucky 
offers so many incred¬ 
ible lakes and rivers that 
boaters can enjoy. It’s a 
great way to spend qual¬ 
ity time with family and 
friends.” 

There were more than 
170,000 motorized boats 
registered last year in 
Kentucky. A safe ex¬ 
perience on the water 
should be a top prior¬ 
ity because the boating 
season means more boat 
traffic and less room for 
error. 

U.S. Coast Guard 
statistics from 2014 
show May as the second 
deadliest month behind 
July for boating-related 
deaths in the United 
States. 

Operator inattention, 
improper lookout, oper¬ 
ator inexperience, exces¬ 
sive speed and alcohol 
use were the top contrib¬ 
uting factors among the 
4,064 accidents that in¬ 
volved 610 deaths in the 
U.S. as counted by the 
Coast Guard last year. 

An overwhelming 
percentage of the peo¬ 
ple who were involved 
in boating accidents 
and drowned last year 


were not wearing a life 
jacket at the time, ac¬ 
cording to Coast Guard 
data. Federal and state 
law requires a Type I-III 
personal flotation device 
for each person onboard 
a vessel. Children under 
the age of 12 must wear 
a life jacket while in the 
open part of a boat that is 
underway. 

“Be an alert operator 
and aware of your sur¬ 
roundings,” Campbell 
said. “You’re responsi¬ 
ble for the vessel and ev¬ 
erybody on it. Make sure 
everyone is following the 
rules and the laws of the 
water. It’s also your job 
to make sure you have 
all the necessary safety 
equipment and see to it 
that it’s being used by 
the people on your boat. 

“All of these things 
will help ensure that you 
have an enjoyable and 
safe trip on the water.” 

There were nine boat¬ 
ing-related deaths on 
Kentucky waters all of 
last year, up from five in 
2013, according to Coast 
Guard data. Four people 
have already lost their 
lives in boating-related 
accidents on Kentucky 
waters this year. 

“That’s high consid¬ 
ering the boating season 
has not even begun yet,” 
said Maj. Shane Carrier, 
boating law administra¬ 
tor with Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. 

Department conserva¬ 
tion officers will be out 
on the water all summer 
to help ensure every¬ 
one’s safety.
